A. R. I^ennell Killed and Wift Stri- 
ouftly Injured at BnffalcK 


AUTO PLUNGED INTO DIEF ABYSS 


Mr. Penhetl Was One of tht Chief Fig- 


ures In the Investigation of .the Bur- 


dick Murder Mystery—Not Known 


How Accident ^Happened. 
Buffalo. N. Y., March 11.—More tor- 
rible almost than the death of E. L, 
Burdlck waa the tragedy that occurred 
late yesterday afternoon, when Arthur 
R. Pennell, one of the chief figures In 
the investigation of the Burdick mur- 
der, was hurled headlong into eternity. 
Mr, Pennell was riding in his electric 
automobile with Mrs. Pennell. 
They 
were on Kensington avenue, near Fill- 
more 
avenue, skimming 
along the 
edii^ of the Gehres stone quarry, a 
huge ribbed hole in the ground. 
Mr. 
Penneirs hat blew off. 
The automo- 
bil^ swerved, and in some inexplicable 
manner it leaped over the curb into 
the abyss below. 
Mr. Pennell was 
killed instantly, his head being crush- 
id to an unrecognizable mass. 
Mrs. 
Pennell was injured so severely that 
the surgeons at fhe Sisters Hospital, 
to which 
she was 
taken, say her 
chances of recovery are very slight. 


Two boys saw the tragedy. 
They 
•were too far away to know positively 
just how it happened. 
Mrs. Pennell 
when found was unable to speak. She 
was only semi-conscious when taken 
to the hospital, and could speak no 
coherent words. 
After the operations 
performed immediately by Dr, Eugene 
Smith, in the hope of saving her life, 
she lapsed into unconsciousness, and 
hence there can be no true version o£ 
precisely how the affair occurred. 


Mr. Pennell .left his oiUce in the 
Austin building at 4.05 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon. 
A friend who called 
up Mr. Pennell on the telephone was 
informed that Mri Penir^il was "in, but 
that he was just going tor a ddre. Mr. 
Penn.ell himself 
answered the tele- 
phone and said that ho would be back 
between 6.3u and 7 o'clock, making an 
apjKiintment with his friend for that 
,hour. 


"Would 6 o'clock do?" he was aslced, 
"Oil, well, you might come at 6 
p'clock, but you better make it later," 
ftaid Mr. Pennell. 


It was learned last night that the 
matter mentioned in the telephone talk 
Was sometl ing he considered 
ruost 
serious, and which weigS^d 
heavily 
upon him. 
It was in connection with 
the Burdick murder. 


Recently Mr, Pennell made the fol- 
lowing statement: "About this case of 
Burdick. 
I have told the authoritieg 
I went away to New York before the 
murder, and that 1 met Mrs. Burdick 
while 1 was away. 
In fact I saw ^ rs. 
Burdick aear New York tv/o or i-iree 
days before the murder of Mr. Bur- 
dick. 
I came home again Wednesday, 
the day before the murder. 
I have 
told it frankly, and the meeting was a 
proper one. But they seem determined 
to drag all this business out in the 
papers. 
I 
would 
do anything 
to 
stop it." 


Pennell and his wife left their home 
at 4 50 o'clock or one or two minutes 
before that tljne. 
It was a gloomy 
aiternoon and rain was falling. 
It 
seemed a strange day for a man to 
take his wire out automobiling, in the 
lonely northeast section of the city, 
at such an Jiour. 


Pennell was not a veteran at auto- 
mobiling. 
Yet he was an expert at 
handling the machine and was expc-ri- 
enced as to its management. 
So far 
as could be learned' he never had any 
accidents. 
Certainly he was not re- 
garded as a green or 
Incompetent 
chaffeur. 
What 
was unusual 
about 
yesterday's proceeding, according 
to 
the maid, was that Mrs. Pennell had 
always 
b^^'ore 
told her when tbey 
would return. 
"Yesterday, however," 
said the girl, "when thoy went out it 
was Mr, Pennell who told me. 
Mrs. 
Pennell v/ent on ahead of him, and 
he came back and cüled me and said: 
'Lizzie, v e will be back between 6.S0 
and 7 o'clock.* 
I said 'All right.' and 
they went away. 
That was between 
4.40 and 4.50 o'clock, Just after Mr. 
Pennell had 
talked 
over the tele- 
phone."

A 
freight 
train on the Erie, made up principally 
of tank cars illled with oil. broke in 
two near this city at about 9 o'clock. 
The two sections came together with 
a crash and one of the oil tanks was 
demolished. 
Fire broke out almost in- 
stantly and the sky was lighted up 
for miles. 
A largo crowd of people 
left this city for the scene of 
the 
fire. 


While they were lined up along the 
tracks a terrlflc explosion 
occurred. 
The 
flames 
communicated 
quickly 
with the other tanks, and a second 
and a third explosion followed each 
other in rapid succession. 
Sheets of 
flame shot out In all directions. Scores 
of people were caught within the zone 
of the fire and enveloped 111 the flames. 
Men and boys ran screaming down 
the tracks with their clothing a mass 
of 
flames. 
Others 
fell where 
they 
stood, overcome by the awi'ul heat. 
Just how many wore killed is not 
known, as many of the bodies were 
incinerated. 


Sydney Fish, a prominent business 
man. returned from the scene of the 
flre at midnight. 
He said: 
"I was at- 
tracted to the scene of the flre be- 
tween 9.3Ü and 10 o'clock. 
When I 
was within a quarter of a mile of the 
wrecked train there was a terrlflc ex- 
plosion. Flames shot outwards and up- 
wards for a great distance. 
I saw 
several persons who started to run 
away drop on the railroad tracks, and 
they never moved again. 
Others, who 
had been standing close to the wreck- 
age. were hurlod through the air for 
hundreds of feet. The sci no was awful. 
Half a dozen young boys ran down the 
tracks with their clothing on flre. They 
resembled 
human torphes. 
I 
could 
hear their agonized screams distinctly 
from where I stood. 
They ran some 
distance 
down the track 
and 
then 
threw themselves to the ground, grov- 
elling in the ditches In their frantic 
efforts to extinguish the flames. Then 
they lay still, some of them uncon- 
scious, others dead. 
I don't know how 
many were killed, but I counted 20 
bodies before I came away," 


V»^ord v/as sent at once to Olean 
police 
headquarters 
by 
telephone. 
Every doctor and ambulance in the 
city was summoned. 
Grocery wagons 
and carriages of all kinds weni pross- 
ed into service and everything possi- 
ble was done to bring the injured 
without delay to the hospitals 
for 
treatment. 


At midnight the first of the injured 
arrived at the hospital. 
They were 
four young boys. 
Tlicir injuries were 
frightful, CJreat patchirs of fle.ih were 
buried off and hung in shreds from 
their bodies. 
Larc^ crowds gathered 
at the hospital and the faces of the 
injured wore 
anxiou .y scanned 
as 
they were borne into the building on 
Rtretchers. 
Heart-rending scenes were 
witnefrsod when one of the ijoor. blis-

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A* R. Pennell Killed and Wife Seri- 
oualy Injured at Buffalo* 


AUTO PLUNGED INTO DEEP ABYSS 


Mr* Pennell Wats One of the Chief Fig* 
urea Ih the Investigation of .the Bur­ 


dick Murder Mystery— Not Known 
How Accident Happened. 
Buffalo, N. Y.# March 11.--More ter­ 
rible alrpost than the death of E. L. 
Burdick waa the tragedy that occurred 
late yesterday afternoon, when Arthur 
R. Pennell, one of the chief figures in 
the investigation of the Burdick mur­ 
der, was hurled headlong into eternity. 
Mr, Pennell was riding in his electric 
automobile with Mrs. Pennell. 
They 
were on Kensington avenue, near Fill- 
more 
avenue, skimming 
along the 
edge of the Gehres stone quarry, a 
huge ribbed hole in the ground. 
Mr. 
Pennell’s hat blew off. 
The automo­ 
bile swerved, and in some inexplicable 
manner it leaped over the curb into 
the abyss below. 
Mr. Pennell was 
killed instantly, his head being crush­ 
ed to an unrecognizable mass. 
Mrs. 
Pennell was injured so severely that 
the surgeons at fhe Sisters Hospital, 
to which 
she was 
taken, say her 
chances of recovery are very slight. 
Two boys saw the tragedy. 
They 
Were too far away to know positively 
just how it happened. 
Mrs. Pennell 
when found was unable to speak. She 
was only semi-conscious when taken 
to the hospital, and could speak no 
coherent words. After the operations 
performed immediately by Di\ Eugene 
Smith, in the hope of saving her life, 
she lapsed into unconsciousness, and 
hence there can be no true version of 
precisely how the affair occurred. 
Mr. Pennell Heft his office in the 
Austin building at 4.05 o’clock yester­ 
day afternoon. 
A friend who called 
up Mr. Pennell on the telephone was 
informed that Mr* Pennell was fa, but 
that he was just going tor a drive. Mr. 
Pennell himself 
answered the tele­ 
phone and saicl that he would be back 
between 6.30 and 7 o’clock, making an 
appointment with his friend for that 
vhour. 
“Would 6 o'clock do?” he was asked. 
“Oh, well, you might come at 6 
p’cloclc, but you better make it later,” 
Said Mr. Pennell. 
It was learned last night that the 
matter mentioned in the telephone talk 
Was sometl ing he considered most 
serious, and which weigS^d heavily 
Upon him. 
It was in connection with 
the Burdick murder. 
Recently Mr. Pennell made the fol­ 
lowing statement: “About this case of 
Burdick. 
I have told the authorities 
I went away to New York before the 
murder, and that 1 met Mrs. Burdick 
while I was away. Jn fact I saw l rs. 
Burdick near New York two or uiree 
days before the murder of Mr. Bur­ 
dick. I came home again Wednesday, 
the day before the murder. 
I have 
told it frankly, and the meeting was a 
proper one. But they seem determined 
to drag all this business out in the 
papers. 
I 
would 
do anything to 
stop it.” 
Pennell and his wife left their home 
at 4 50 o’clock or one or two minutes 
before that time. 
It was a gloomy 
alternoon and rain was falling, 
It 
seemed a strange day for a man to 
take his wire out automobiling, in the 
lonely northeast section of the city, 
at such an hour. 
Pennell was not a veteran at auto­ 
mobiling. 
Yet he was an expert at 
handling the machine and was experi­ 
enced as to its management. 
So far 
as could be learned* he never had any 
accidents. 
Certainly he was not re­ 
garded as a green or 
Incompetent 
chaffeur. 
W hat was unusual about 
yesterday’s proceeding, according to 
the maid, was that Mrs. Pennell had 
always 
b^ore 
told her when they 
would return. 
“Yesterday, however,” 
said the girl, “when they went out it 
was Mr, Pennell who told me. 
Mrs. 
Pennell went on ahead of him, and 
he came back and called me and said: 
'Lizzie, we will be back between 6.30 
and 7 o’clock.* 
I said ’All right.’ and 
they went away. 
That was between 
4.40 and 4.50 o’clock, just after Mr. 
Pennell had 
talked 
over the tele­ 
phone.”

Olean, N. Y., March 10.—Fourteen 
lives were lost and 45 other persons 
were injured, some of whom will 
die, 
by 
an 
explosion 
of 
oil 
near 
here 
last 
night. 
A 
freight 
train on the Erie, made up principally 
of tank cars filled with oil, broke in 
two near this city at about 9 o’clock. 
The two sections came together with 
a crash and one of the oil tanks was 
demolished. Fire broke out almost in­ 
stantly and the sky was lighted up 
for miles. 
A largo crowd of people 
left this city for the scene of the 
fire. 
While they were lined up along the 
tracks a terrific explosion occurred. 
The 
flames 
communicated 
quickly 
with the other tanks, and a second 
and a third explosion followed each 
other in rapid succession. 
Sheets of 
flame shot out. in airdirections. Scores 
of people were caught within the zone 
of the fire and enveloped iff the flamos. 
Men and boys ran screaming down 
the tracks with their clothing a mass 
of flames. 
Others fell where they 
stood, overcome by the awful heat. 
Just how many were killed is not 
known, as many of the bodies were 
incinerated. 
Sydney Fish, a prominent business 
man, returned from the scene of the 
fire at midnight. He said: 
“I was at­ 
tracted to the scene of the Are be­ 
tween 9.30 and 10 o’clock. 
When I 
was within a quarter of a mile of the 
wrecked train there was a terrific ex­ 
plosion, Flames shot outwards and up­ 
wards for a great distance. 
I saw 
several persons who started to run 
away drop on the railroad tracks, and 
they never moved again. Others, who 
had been standing close to the wreck­ 
age. were hurled through the air for 
hundreds of feet. The set no was awful. 
Half a dozen young boys ran down the 
tracks with their clothing on fire. They 
resembled 
human torplies. 
I could 
hear their agonized screams distinctly 
from whore I stood. 
They ran some 
distance down the track and then 
threw themselves to the ground, grov­ 
elling in the ditches In their frantic 
efforts to extinguish the flames. Then 
they lay still, some of them uncon­ 
scious, others dead. I don’t know how 
many were killed, but I counted 20 
bodies before I came away.” 
Word was sent at once to Olean 
police 
headquarters 
by 
telephone. 
Every doctor and ambulance in the 
city was summoned. Grocery wagons 
and carriages of all kinds were press­ 
ed into service and everything possi­ 
ble was done to bring the injured 
without delay to the hospitals for 
treatment. 
At midnight the first of the injured 
arrived at the hospital. 
They were 
four young boys. Their Injuries were 
frightful, Great patches of fle.di were 
burned off and hung in shreds from 
their bodies. 
Large crowds gathered 
at the hospital and the faces of the 
injured wore anxiou .y scanned as 
they were borne into the building on 
stretchers. Heart-rending scenes were 
witnessed when one of the jjoor. blis­ 
tered bodies was recognized by a 
father or a mother or a brother, and j 
It was with difficulty that p rsons 
were restrained from invading tne op­ 
erating roum.

Conccrninfi: X^olifilieil Floor«. 


Hard wood lioors of either pine, ma- 
ple, birch or oak should never be var- 
nished. 
Therein lies the pitfall which 
the landlord, seeking for cheap 
and 
speedj' results, prepares for our feet, 
since the black corners and white spots 
are sure to come in time even with the 
best of care. 
Waxing is the only pro- 
per method if we may start afresh, aiid 
ivith new floors the process is compar- 
atively simple. 
We are advised by the 
best authorities to provide against fu- 
ture grease spots by applying first two 
coats of a mixture containing equal 
parts 'of 
linseed oil and 
turpentine, 
combined wltli a japan drier. 
The 
drier must not be omitted or the oil 
•will combine with the wax, and the re- 
sults will be anylhing but satisfac- 
tory. 
After allowing this mixture to 
dry over night all the pores of the 
wood may be filled with one of the pre- 
pared 
fillers. 
The polish is more even 
if this is done, but to avoid making the 
floors excessively slippery it is some- 
times omitted. 
Some woods do not 
meed it. 
When the floor is tlioroughly 
dry it Is ready for the paste of wax 
and turpentine, which may bo applied 
"With a cloth in an even coat, not too 
thick, and allowed to dry over night. 
Another coat is put on next moruing 
and allowed in its turn to dry. when 
the whole is thoroughly polished with 
m weighted 
brush and woolen cloth, 
rubbing always with the grain. 
If 
this is thoroughly done it will not be 
necessary to repeat the process for a 
year, and then only partially if the floors 
Jjave not been roughly treated.—Har- 
per's Bazar.

sugar. 
Fill the dish this way with a layer of 
crumbs well seasoned, on top. 
Cover 
and bake for half an hour, then brown. 


Salmoi; on Toast^Place tho contents 
©f a can of salmon in a saucepan, and 
when hot stiv Into it a jar^'e piece of 
butter, a tablespoonful of flour and a 
cupful of milk. 
Or. better, make it 
lialf cream and half milk, and allow 
tJie mixture to cook until smooth and 
about the consistency of a thick gravy. 
Have ready on a platter some slices 
of nicely toasted whole-wheat bread, 
«eason the sauce and turn over them. 


Golden Pudding — Take o^e-fourth 
pound bread crumbs, one-fourth pound 
suet, one-fourth pound marmalade, one- 
fourth pound of sugar and four eggs; 
put the bread crumbs Into a basin, mix 
them with the suet (finely minced), the 
marmalade and the sugar. 
Stir the in- 
sredients well togetUeri beat tji^e eggs 


to a froth, moisten the pudding with 
these, and when well mixed put Into a 
mold or buttered basin. Tie down with 
a floured cloth and Iwil for two hours. 
When turned out, strew iinely iifted 
sugar over the top and serve. 


Ei?gs a la Martin—Have ready a dish 
that can be put in the oven and baked. 
It should be like a deep, ordinary soup 
plate, without the wide rim. It is easy 
enough to find plenty such at any store. 
Have it heated, but not too hot. 
Put 
into a small saucepan a teaspoouful of 
butter. Let it melt, but be careful tliat 
it does not brown. 
Then add a tea- 
spoonful of fiour (or more, if it is pre- 
ferred thicker), and then very slowly, 
after the flour is well mingled, a cup 
of milk or cream. 
Then'add four ta- 
blespoonfuls of grated cheese. 
Stir 
well, and when thoroughly heated pour 
into the dish you have ready, and with 
great care (so as to keep the shape) 
drop into the mixture four eggs. 
The 
ordinary dish will hold about four eggs 
and look well, but it may be possible 
to find larger ones. 
Put at once into 
the oven, and when the eggs are set 
serve at once.

dredths, of the world^s great problems 
have been solved after sunset, by men 
who habitually sat up as late as they 
pleased and got up in the 
morning 
when 
they 
felt like it—which 
was 
often not till afternoon. 
So again we 
exclaim: Good for Dr. John M. Scott, 
Professor of Greek in the Northwest- 
ern University!—New York Times.

Doodle" was originally a country dance 
of a district of the former province oi 
Kur-Hesse, called the "Schwalm." 


It is well know that the tune of 
"Yankee Doodle" w a s derived from a 
military march played by the Hpssian 
troops during the War of the devolu- 
tion 
in 
America. 
In 
studying 
the 
dances of the Schwalm Lewalter was 
struck by tlie similarity in form and 
rhythm 
of **Yankee Doodle" to 
the 
music of these dances. 
Last year, at 
the **lcirmess" of the village of Wasen- 
berg, 
when 
"Yankee 
Doodle" 
was 
played, the young men and girls swung 
into a true "Schwaelmer" dance, as 
though the music had been composed 
for it. 
During the AVar of 1770 the 
chief recruiting oiiice for the enlist- 
ment of the Hessian hired soldiers was 
Ziegenhain, in Kur-IIosoc. 
It, there- 
fore, seems probable tl:at the llesslan 
recruits 
from 
the 
"S'^hwalni," v/hc 
served in the pay of Great Britain in 
America 
during 
the 
Ucvolutionary 
War, and whose military band inslru 
ments consisted of bugles, drums and 
flfes only, carriOvI over with them the 
tuue, knowu to them from childhood 
and played It as a marcli.—Translation 
of an article 
from 
the Frankfurioi 
Zeitung, in Consular Report«.

ing to the Atlantic seaboard) and acted 
upon the doctrhie which the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has enunciated 
time and again, that no man may be 
deprived of the advantages accruing to 
him by virtue of his goo'^raphlcal po- 
rillon. 
Wo could not l:ave west of the 
Mississippi a population of millions of 
people who are pro'^perous and 
are 
rreat 
consumers. 
We never 
should 
have seen the years when w c 
built 
10.000 and 12.000 miles of railway, for 
there 
would 
have 
been 
no 
farmers 
west 
of 
the 
Mississippi 
River 
who 
could have used the land that would 
have been opened up by the building 
of those railways. 
And» if ire had not 
Been the years when we could build 
10,000 and 12.000 miles of railway a 
year, we should not have to-day, east 
of the Mississippi, a steel and 
iron 
producing centre which is at once the 
marvel and the despair of Europe, be- 
cause we could not have built up a 
steel and iron Industry if there had 
been no market for its product, 


'*We could not have in New 
Eng- 
land a great boot and shoo industry; 
w e could not have in New England a 
great cotton milling industry; we could 
not have spread throughout New York 
and Pennsylvania and Ohio manufac- 
turing Industries of the most diversi- 
fied 
kinds, 
because 
those 
industries 
Avould have no market among the farm- 
ers west of the Mississippi lUver. 


''And, while the progress of 
thl« 
country, while the development of the 
agricultural West of this country, did 
mean the impairment of the agricul- 
tural 
value 
east of 
the 
Mississippi 
River that ran up into hundreds of 
millions 
of 
dollars, 
it 
meant, 
inci- 
dentally, the building up of great man- 
ufacturing industries 
that 
added 
to 
the value of this land by thousands of 
millions of dollars. 
And, gt-ntlemen, 
these things were not foreseen in the 
seventies. The statesmen and the pub- 
lic men of this country did not see 
what 
part the agricultural 
develop- 
ment of the West was going to play in 
the industrial development of the East. 
And, you may read tlie decisions of 
the Interstate Commerce Commlsston^ 
from the first to the last, and what Is 
one of the greatest characteristics of 
those decisions? 
The continued 
in- 
ability to see the question iu this largo 
way. 


''The Interstate Commerce Commls- 
Bion never can see anything more than 
that the farm land of some farmer 
is decreasing in value, or, that some 
man, who has a flour mill with a pro- 
duction of fifty barrels a day, is being 
crowded out. 
It never can see that 
the destruction or impairment of farm 
values in this place^meaas the building 
up of farm values in that place, a n d 
t h a t that suifting of values Is a neces- 
sary incident to th() industrial and man- 
ufacturing development of this coun- 
try. And, if we shall give to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission power to 
regulate rates, we shall no longer have 
our rates regulated on the statesman- 
like basis on which they have been 
regulated In the past ')y the railway 
men, who really have i^een great states- 
men; who really have been great build- 
ers of empires; who have had au im- 
agination that rivals the imaglnatiou 
of the greatest poet and of the great- 
est inventor, and wi\o have operated 
with a courage and daring that rivals 
the courage and daring of the greatest 
military goni-ral. 
But we shall have 
our rates rci^ulatcd by a body of civil 
servants, 
bui'caucrats, 
whose 
beset- 
ting sin the world over, is that they 
can never ifrasp a situation iu a large 
way and Avith tlie grasp of the states- 
man; that they never can see the fact 
that they are oonfionted with a small 
evil; tnat that evil is relaii/ely small, 
and that it cannot be corrected except
